MISGOYEEN'ED RUSSIA. 



Tho wretched misgovemnicnt of 
Russia, of which all travelers and 
sojourners have more or less to say, is 
peculiarly illustrated by a little volume 
entitled "Memoirs of Viatka," lately 
published by a Russian writer of repu- 
tation named Gatsisky. It consists 
simply of all tlio iQtters'/and'safticles 
concerning tiie government' of^'^^iatka 
(which occupies the nor theiastorh comer 
of Europe) that have appeare'd'in Rus- 
sian journals during tho past two years; 
tlio design of the compiler being to 
make a serious impression on tlio cen- 
tral administration by tlio collection of 
facta which separately have been ineffec- 
tive. There are no .newspapers except 
in tho fo\ir cities of St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, Kiof and Odessa; none of the 
other capitals of government, tliough 
great centres . of business, with from 
fifty to a hundred thousand inhabitants, 
possess anything except tho official or- 
gans of the.- Governor oi" Bishop; so that 
all complaiii'ts" or" information can only 
be publislied in St. Petersburg or ilos- 
cow. The exhibition of doltish ignor- 
ancfi and o )rruption is described as al- 
iiiosr Ijc^'ond belief, Bribery dotov- 
niincs the pi-ocess of justice — or what 
is called by that name. The enrollment 
for the army is' conducted by a'Jiastice 
of the Peace,' a physician and two mili- 
tary officers; the examination of tho 
young men is conducted in the public 
Kqunre, and certificates of exemption for 
various diseases aro sold in public at a 
graduated tariff— myopia so much, con- 
sumption so much, and so on. One 
youth who:really had tho consumption 
was compelled to pay the regular rate, 
but having some means he took tlie 
case into court, and tho physician was 
8im])ly condemned to i-efund the bribe. 
An Imperial ..Gominissioner' last year 
visited the school a.t Taldmanks, which 
figured in reports as a model institu- 
tion, and was very expensive; ho found 
a dilapidated building with })apor and 
ra<,'s in the broken windows, and only 
a decrepit and drunken teacher within 
— tho pupils and, their parents had 
been colonistB in Siberia for ten years. 
And 30 peixcent. of tho Yiatka budget 
is spent for''"educational purposes." 
The Government contains three millions 
inhabitants in about the same climate 
as Norway; but the death-rate, which 
is 1 in b" in Norway, is 1 in 23 in 
Viatka. In 1875 there died IC.OOO 
children of scarlet fever alone, and 
while smair-pox kills iA,Geneva 2 and 
in London 18 out of I'.OOO, it kills 120 
in Viatka. Tiiis is a sample of the in- 
terior maladministration of the Russian 
empire, jl'i 

BA YARD 'TA YLOR'S LAST WORK. 



Mr. Bayard Taylor was engaged at 
the time of his death in endeavoring to 
smooth over difficulties which have 
arisen between the German and Ameri- 
can Governments respecting the rights 
of Germans. naturalized in the United 
States but resident in Germany. Since 
tho Prussian system of universal lia- 
bility to military service has been ex- 
tended to all . Germany, tho disputes 
irhich were formerly with Prussia only 
have been^ithithe Empire, and there- 
fore more jffe'quent dnd bitter. As the 
law now stands, an Americanized Ger- 
man may return to Germany and stay 
there for two years without forfeiting 
liis claim to American citizenship. Af- 
ter that time he is considered to have 
become Gerinaui again, and to be liable 
to military service, 'whicK, is ^rigorously 
exacted from him — providedj ofcourse, 
that he had not already fulfilled it 
before emigrating to the United States. 
On the whole this appears to be as wise 
an arrangement as could be made. 
Wiiile the military system exists it 
must bo enforced at all hazards. To 
allow a man to procure exemption for 
himself and his sons by the simple pro- 
cess of residing in the United States 
for five years would be to invito eva- 
sion, and render the system oppressive 
only to the poor. Tho German Gov- 
ernment, thongh'j'is not at thb'-prisent 
moment paftiSulaf''''whetTier''^fho two 
years have expired or" not. All return- 
ed Germans are looked at askance, as 
being imbiicd with at least Democratic, 
and poswibly Socialistic notions, and 
tlierefore they are made to feel that 
frequent changes, of air are necessary 
for their health. Oii the part of tho 
German- Anijerica^Dfii' too, there" ip a 
bumptiousness and tread-on-the-tail-of- 
my-star-spangled-coat-if -you -dare air 
that renders the observance of tho 
treaty somewhat difficult. The Ameri- 
can jNIinisters and Consuls aro frequent- 
ly appealed to for protection against 
local police regulations, which aro bind- 
ing alike on the foreigner arid tho na- 
tive. 



Earl Cairns, who is, perhaps, as 
very successfill men aro apt to ha, 
somewhat puffed^ up by his good for- 
tune, admirfisfe^diast year a sharp re- 
buke to Lb^a bfiief Baron Kelly,' who 
is old enough to be his father, for hav- 
ing made no secret of his. judgment in 
a ca-se which came before him, sitting as 
a judicial member of the Privy Coun- 
cil, Lord Cairns contending that by an 
ordinance oC.-ld626 eeprjscjt^rjyas imposed, 
on the Councillors. ''^Iie Ohife'f Baron 
has evidently passed the long vacation 
in studying up tho subject, and now 
writes to tho Chancellor that it is only 
in their capacity as advisers of the 
Queen in matters of policy and govern- 
' ment thatigegreiKedB.i)P^ipeed; and that 
when lliislordmimJe^wHrfrifmed a ju- 
dicial commiti&o' was: iieitheir' born nor 
thought of, and he instances cases in 
which various members of the judicial 
committee have freely admitted their 
judgments. • It is generally thought, 
that tiie old Chief Baron (a wily octo- 
genarian, disgusted.wJth his. party for 
not giving him a peerage) has the/ best 
of it. ' ■ , • ' ' ■'■

One of the saddest' of tragedies was 

that on Friday evening at tho homo of 
Mr. Richard Hothem, near Hillside, 
Westmoreland County, Pa, Mr. H, 
and his wife wont away on a visit on 
Friday, leaving at home their son 
Joseph, aged 22, their' daughter Mary, 
aged 19, and two other daughters, 9 
and 1 1 years of age respectively. In 
the evening Joseph attended a spelling 
"bee," cautioning his sister Mary, as he 
went away, to beware of tramps. At 
about 9 o'clock he started for home, 
and as he approached the house tho 
barking of the dogs alaiTued his sisters, 
as Joseph was not expected. back at so 
early an hour. It is probablis the 
young man intended to test his sister 
Mary's courage, for he pulled his hat 
down over his face, and otherwise dis- 
guised himself. When he was within 
a few rods of the house Mary appeared 
in tho doorway and hailed, him:, 'Is 
that you, Joer But'he did notanswerj 
and continued to advance. The girl, 
now worked up to a high pitch of ex- 
citement, again hailed the advancing 
figure with "Who ar« you?" Still no 
answer, and Mary shouted again, "Is 
that you, Joe," and ran into the house 
and armed herself with' a'shotgun. Re- 
turning to the door she discovered, to 
her surprise, tlio strange man standing 
on the step-a, and as soon as aho appear- 
ed ho advanctd toward her. "Stop," 
she shouted, "stop, or*I will shoot you!" 
Ho took another step, and at the same 
instant ho sank down on the porch, 
groaning "Oh, my dear sisterl" "Oh, 
my dear brother, I have killed you !"

The ne'ws from Cassiar is more ' signifi- 
cant than a mere cursory glance would in- 
dicate. Thoy have at last struck deep 
hill diggings and, as wo are credibly in- 
formed, paying twenty ounces to tho set 
of timbei-s, which means in mining par- 
lance a space of ten feet. This gives an 
importance to tho news whicli,can best bo 
appreciated when we stato'^-'that those 
diggings can bo profitably worked during 
tho entire year and tho usual fall e.xodus 
of miners materially lessened. Wo are 
safe in predicting a se.xson of unprece- 
dented success for Cassiar during tho pre- 
sent yeai-. A claim called tho "\Miite" 
is at present worked by t\venty^men, who 
average twenty ounces to the'sofpf tim- 
bers, and a great lush has been made for 
that district. Walker Creek is almost 
deserted. At tho time of tho express 
leaving on J.an. 13th, there was no scar- 
city of provisions of anj' kind, fresh moat 
being plentiful. Tho White Grouse claim, 
on !McDame ^ creek, expect short- 
ly to strike it rich in their tunnel. ^\'ork 
on Campbell and Dawson claims still pro- 
grosses and the pay is good. All tho old 
claims are still being worked with the ex- 
ception of the Empire Co. , who have been 
obliged to stop on account of tho largo 
quantity of water in the claim. Tho Po- 
cahont.aa claim, on the first north fork of 
McDame creek, are takitm out fair pay, 
§8 a day and upwards. Prospecting par- 
ties are still out on McDame and Snow 
crooks and there i,s every likelihood of 
fresh parties starting after this new strike. 
Tho work on Dofot creek in stopped 
for the winter. Messrs. Galbraith, Grant 
«fc Cook lost four mules by tho ice giving 
way. Tho Stickeen is now entirely closed 
ami in good condition for traveling on, 
the ice being very linn. Joseph Irvine 
was at Wrangel waiting for tho abatement 
of a heavy wind and snow storm before 
starting up tho river on the ice with the 
mail. A man named James l?rown was 
killed by the Indians near Hot Springs 
at Sitka and his body has not yet been 
found. Mr. James Moore, formerly of 
the firm of Soarby i^- Moore, druggi.'sts, 
of Victoria, died of dropsy on IMcDamo 
creek on tho M Dec, 1878. The deceas- 
ed was a native of Lancashire, England, 
aged t>3 years and 8 months. Ho was con- 
fined to his bed for over a month, but 
ho was perfectly sensible to tho last. 
Tho deceased leaves considerable property 
in E igland for his heirs, and in hiis will 
requests that all his British Columbia lia- 
bilities be paid oil'. Tho death of Peter 
Oomoron, aged 40, a native of Michigan, 
U. S., is also reported. He died on ICth 
Nov. last from exposure, his body being 
found on the trail near Snow creek com- 
pletelj' frozen.

Tho 
prospect of their reaching tho wigwams of 
their sympathizing red brethren are great- 
ly in their favor, despite tho sanguine 
hopes of the nulitary to capture thent ere 
thoy can roach there. Tho savages have 
a good 30 hours start of the troops, and 
should thoy succeed in ste.iling enough 
horses to mount themselves, which is not 
improbable, their csc.ipo is certain, and 
will bo the means of ^getting the young 
warriors of tho powerful Sioux nation to 
dig up the hatchet and aveu^o their 
wrongs. The prevalent impressipn.licvo 
is that we are near the eve of a bloody 
war. 

Fort L.vn.\MiE, Jan. IG. — Capt. John- 
son's command camped tc.-iiight at Silver 
Springs, 40 miles north of here, on tho 
old Deadwood stage road.; .He reported 
that the Choyenncs when last sbeii" last 
night wero six miles from Bluff station, 
on the Cheyenne and Deadwood stage 
road, about 30 miles northwest of Red 
Olni.id. Thoy are evidently making for 
tho station to secure a herd of horses be- 
longing to the stage company. 

Y.\NKTON, Jan. I'j. — A Cheyenne 
agency special says: Last night runners 
from the hostile camp held a council with 
tho agent, at which council they talked 
very independently, saying that it makes 
their hearts bad to see their frionds here 
deprived of their guns and horses. On 
Saturday they hold a council with the 
commander of the post, OoL Wood, at 
which council thoy wero very meek and 
said that all they wanted was to come in 
and they would give up their guns and 
ponies. They must do sou'.ctliing soon, 
as tho builalo are moving ;inil thoy will 
have to follow them. Ere this the entire 
hostile camp of not leas than 26,000 peo- 
ple are on American soil and working 
south. Tlie runners will wait here at 
Red Shirt's camp twelve days to hear 
from Washington.

IMitchell's bill to aid in opeinng tho Co- 
lumbia river to free navigation is accom- 
panied with a preamble, reciting tho vast 
extent of rich country drained by tho Co- 
lumbia and its tributaries, being greater 
than Nev,' England, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio cond)ined. That it is oji- 
en to navigation by large steam vessels 
for 500 miles, except at two points. That 
tlie Oregon Slcani Navigation C(nnpany 
h:ia exchiiiivo monoi)oly of the business of 
transportation on tho Columbia river, by 
reason of having obtained at an early day 
possession of passes in tho mountains and 
points of obstruction fif teen miles in length 
at tho Dalles; and tliat tliis company has 
grown so rich and powerful ' as to 
make it hopeless for individuals with 
privatu capital alone to uitdortake to 
compete v.-itli or dostri)y this mon- 
opoly. The bill therefore empowers 
the Oregon I'ortagc Railroad Co. 
to construct and equip a bro.ad-gaugo rail- 
road around tho obstruction of 'the Dalles, 
to be completed within nine months, ex- 
clusive of unavoidable delay in procuring 
right of way, and to bo re(pured tu tranfi- 
port freight at §1.25 per ton, and passen- 
gers at twenty-five cents cacli; every vi'i- 
lation of these maximum rates to bo pun- 
ished by S'lOO fine. Upon compliimco 
with these conditions, the Secrct.iry of 
tho Treasury is to pay the company 8200,- 
000, in return for which Government 
troops and Indian and military supplies 
shall be transported free of charge for 
twenty years; tho Government shall have 
the right to take possession of tlio proper- 
ty on failure to comply with any of said 
conditions.

Land.s are detoriorating in con.soquence 
of tlic poverty of tho tillern nnd the 
necessity of selling produce to rai.so 
money for taxes. ^ Thus, -Wjliilo famines 
are of frequent Occurrencej tlie country 
is a constant exporter of bi-cadstufls, 
The Ea.st India Company ruled India 
258 years. During the last twenty 
years the functions formerly exorcised 
by the Company have devolved upon 
tlie Crown. WilLiu thi.s last period 
tho government has drawn from India 
an aggregate of ^ §^1,350,000,000. The 
system of* taxation is very searching 
and very ofl'ective.
